24. computer readable non-transitory computer readable storage medium means for 
transmitting the request without at least one of the selected ones of the plurality of requested 
client properties if the user indicates the selected ones of the plurality of requested client 
properties are not to be sent. 

(Currently Amended) The program product of Claim 27, further comprising 
computer readable non-transitory computer readable storage medium means for terminating the 
request if it is determined that at least one of the selected ones of the plurality of requested client 
properties is not available to be transmitted and the at least one of the selected ones of the 
plurality of requested client properties that is not available to be transmitted is a mandatory 
property. 

26. Claim 45 . (Currently Amended) The program product of Claim 26, further comprising 
computer readable non-transitory computer readable storage medium means for transmitting the 
request without at least one of the at least one property that is an optional property irrespective of 
whether the optional property is available for transmission.

In the depicted example, a server 104 is connected to network 102 along with storage Unit 106. 
In addition, a group of cooperating web servers CWSs 109 is connected to network 102. Clients 
108, 110, and 1 12 also are connected to a network 102. These clients 108, 110, and 1 12 may be, 
for example, personal computers or network computers. For purposes of this application, a 
network computer is any computer, coupled to a network, which receives a program or other 
application from another computer coupled to the network. In the depicted example, server 104 
provides data, such as boot files, operating system images, and applications to clients 108-1 12. 
Clients 108, 110, and 1 12 are clients to server 104. For the purposes of this description, a non- 
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transitory computer readable storage medium can be any apparatus that can contain or store, 
programs and/or code for use by or in connection with processor, apparatus or devices. Examples 
of a non-transitory computer readable storage medium include a semiconductor or solid state 
memory, magnetic tape, a removable computer diskette, a random access memory (RAM), a 
read-only memory (ROM), a rigid magnetic disk and an optical disk. Current examples of optical 
disks include compact disk - read only memory (CD-ROM), compact disk - read/write (CD- 
R/W) and DVD. Users located at these clients may, for example, without limitation, access 
various resources through browsers.
